IS TO BÍ TRIPLED 


NEXT YEAR 


Stupendous 
Program 
of 
Ship-Build- 
ing Is Already Under Way and 
Launchings Are Near.

Washington, Sept. 26.—Within a little more than a year the United 
States will have an ocean-going merchant fleet of more than 1,600 
ships, aggregating 9,200,000 tons, the shipping board announced to- 
day in a statement giving details of the government's ship building 
program. 


This amount compares with a 
present tonnage of 3,500,000, of 
which 700,000 tons represent Ger-! 
man and Austrian ships under 
operation by the United States. 


The American ship.s available for over- 
seas service number 458, with a tonnage 
of 2,871,000. There are 117 German and 
Austrian ships with a tonnage of 700,000. 


The emergency fleet corporation has 
commandeered in American sliip yards 
nearly 400 steel 
ships of 
more than 
2,500,000 tons and has contracted for 636 
shi^ •»:ith. a tonnage, of 3,124,700. 


"The fleet in prospect," salid thie state- 
ment, "is already 
becoming a 
reality. 
Several of the commandeered ships have 
been completed and ai'e already taking 
cargoes; others will leave the ways in 
Increasing numbers with each succeeding | 
month. The ships for which the Rhij)ping! 
board has contracted are under construe- j 
tion and the first launching is expected i 
within sixty or ninety days." 


In addition to ships building and con- j 
tracted for, the board plans to construct 
several million tons for which a billion 
dollars appropriation has just been asked 
of congress.

known as the "Tango Circus." 


Apparently MacMonagle was taken 
by surprise. He fell within the French 
lines. 
Sergeant Rockwell went to the 
rescue, but was too late to save hla 
comrade. 
After a short fight, how- 
ever, he downed one German, who fell 
crashing Into a wood. 


MacMonagle's body was recovered. 
He was shot twice through the head. 
The funeral will be held Wednesday 
with American military honors as a 
camp of American engineers la sta- 
tioned 
near 
enough to send men to 
sound taps. 


Paris, Sept. 26.—Capt. George Quy- 
nemer, who has been officially posted 
as missing, Is credited in the army avi- 
ation records with having shot down 
53 German airplanes Inside the Ger- 
man lines and with having destroyed 
at least 25 more that were uncounted. 
Captain Guynemer has been missing 
since he flew from Dunkirk on Sept. 
11. Captain Guynemer was one of the

As a matter of fact, officials assert, 
even the moat radical leaders of the 
moveraeut knew that it could accomplish 
but little more tliau local disturbances. 
The farmers were incited to take up arms 
with the full knowledge that the move- 
ment would lead to nothing, simply as an 
expedient, to embarrass the government 
temporarily. 


The anti-draft demonstration started 
as an agrarian movement, the records 
show, in Okiahoma where a number of 
illiterate farmers obtained an exagger- 
ated idea of the law's operation. Certain 
I. W. W. leaders learned of secret meet- 
ings held by the farmers in churches and 
other buildings at night and sent agi- 
tators to the scene to fan the discontent 
into open rebellion, it is said, by playing 
upon their fears. 


It was represented to the farmers that 
thousands of their neighbors in Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas were ready to unite 
in an armed uprising, that millions of 
"men working for wages" would join 
them in other states and that the move- 
ment could not fail to result in an over- 
throw of the govenunent.

Through the courtesy of the Packard 
Piano company, Mr. Peirce was able 
to take with him 150 copies of "Songs 
of America." The men were especially

,proved easy to get them to sing these 
patriotic songs 
In nearly 
every car 
throughout 
the 
train. 
Information 
regardlngthe trip to Camp Taylor and 
what they might expect from the Y. 
M. C. A. there, was given and many a 
lonesome fellow was cheered up by a 
little chat at the right time. 


This special train over the 
Lake 
Erie & Western carried 400 men from 
Auburn, Garrett, Fort Wayne, Hart- 
ford City, Muncie, Cambridge City and 
New Castle, and arrived at Camp Zach- 
ary Taylor, six miles out of Louisville, 
at about 10:30 p. m. 
At every station 
along the route large crowds had as- 
sembled to bid their own boys good- 
bye and cheer those from other towns. 
The men were well cared for, being 
furnished an excellent dinner at 
a 
church in Muncie, and a box supper 
on the train from the dining car. 


Camp Zachary Taylor is finely lo- 
cated on roiling pasture land and cov- 
ers nearly 3,000 acres. 
The Southern 
Railway and the Louisville Traction 
company furnish good transportation 
direct to camp. 
Many millions of dol- 
lars have been spent by the govern- 
ment in laying out and constructing 
this camp. There are excellent asphalt 
roads, special drains for surface wa- 
ter, and well laid out sewerage sys- 
tem. 
The men are housed in well 
built barracks, each man being pro- 
vided with iron frame spring cot, and 
straw mattress. There are large cook- 
ing and eating buildings near by and 
also small buildings affording toilet 
and shower-bath facilities. The camp 
will have an excellent hospital and 
every other feature necessary for the 
health and happiness of the men. 


The National War Work Council of 
the Y. M. C. A. has made unusual 
preparations to do Its part In serving 
the prospectve soldiers. 
Seven regular 
buildings are already erected, Ave of 
which are equipped and manned and 
open for business. 
These are located 
In difCerent sections of the camp so as 
to serve about 6,000 men in the vicinity 
of each building. 
They are readily 
found by the newcomer as they are the 
only painted buildings In camp (green 
and white) and have a large red tri- 
angle with a red circle on the end of 
the building. 


Each of these buildings seat nearly 
800 men for an entertainment or nieet- 
ing. 
They will accommodate 200 at a 
time for writing letters, and have In 
addition a small social room with fire- 
place, vlctrola, books and magaslnes.

IHUNOM'SIIAVy 


Affords Better Pay Both for 
Active Service and in 
Retirement. 


Washington, Sept. 26.—Thè United 
States navy offers more opportunities 
to the enlisted man and gives better 
pay both for active service and in re- 
tirement than any other branch of the 
armed forces of the government. 


Starting at the very beginning it is 
possible for a young man by work and 
study to have continuous and frequent 
advancement with increase of pay. To 
his base pay there is always extra pay 
for special duties and with each" en- 
listment his pay is also Increased. 
As 
an instance of this, a young man en- 
listing in the navy receives now the 
following pay: 
Apprentice 
seamen, 
$32.60 a month; seamen, second class, 
$35.90 a month, and seamen, $38.40 a 
month. From this post he may become 
a petty officer receiving a present war 
pay of $41.00 for third class. $46.50 for 
second class and $52.00 for first class. 
Rising to afchief petty officer, his pres- 
ent war pay is from $61.00 to $83.00, 
depending on his class of skilled work. 


The next higher grade is that of war- 
rant officer which is a life position, at- 
tainable only by promotion from en- 
listed grades. The pay of a warrant of- 
ficer is $1,500 to .$2,400 a year, de- 
pending upon length of service with 
benefits of retirement at 64 years of 
age on three quarters pay or at any 
time before 64 for disability incurred 
in line of duty. 
The warrant officers 
grade is composed of boatswains, gun- 
ners, carpenters, machinists, sallmak- 
ers, pharmacists and pay clerks. 


AVarrant officers have a still higher 
step in that they are commissioned as 
chief warrant officers in their various 
grades, with rank of ensign, after six 
years of service as boatswain, gunner, 
carpenter, machinist, pharmacist 
or 
pay clerk. After six years further ser- 
vice from date of commission they re- 
ceive the pay and allowances 
of 
a 
lieutenant junior grade in the navy; 
and after twelve years service from 
date of commission they receive the 
pay and allowance of a lieutenant in 
the navy. 


The advancement which is open to 
ambitious young men who enlist in the 
navy is not limited to the gràde of 
warrant 
officer. 
There are 
several 
avenues open for promotion to com- 
mission, for example: 


A boatswain, gunner or machinist, 
or a chief boatswain, chiéf gunner or 
chief machinist, who has been in his 
grade four years and is under 35 years 
of age, may enter the examination for 
appointment as ensign; this examina- 
tion is held every year, appointments 
being limited to twelve annuallj'. 
A 
man who wins a commission in this 
manner is entitled to the same pay, 
privileges, honors and 
opportunities 
for further advancement as are open 
for officers who are graduates of the 
naval academy. 


Pay clerks and chief pay clerks un- 
der 35 years of age may take the ex- 
amination for appointment as assistant 
paymaster in the navy. This examina- 
tion is usually held each year and is 
competitive. 


The law provides for the 
appoint- 
ment each year of 10Ó enlisted men to 
the naval academy, the requirements

four years of service he will receive 
$62.50 a year if he goes into the re- 
serve force four months after his dis- 
charge. 
If he waits over that time his 
retainer will be $50.00. 


After eight years service, the retain- 
er is $90.00 if after four months of 
discharge, and $72.00 after that. 


For 12 years service $125 yearly re- 
tainer if after four months of discharge 
and $100 after that. 


Reaching 16 years of active service, 
a chief petty officer on going into the 
reserve will receive one-third of the 
base pay plus all permanent additions, 
amounting to $20 to $25, and averag- 
ing a monthly income of $46. 
If he 
has served 20 years this amount will 
aggregate $65 monthly. 


If called back into the regular ser- 
vice this man will then receive the reg- 
ular pay of his class plus his retainer 
pay and if on recruiting duty $2.00 a 
day for subsistence. 


For instance, a chief petty officer 
drawing a regular pay of $96 monthly 
would receive $45 retainer and $60 sub- 
sistence allowance, making a total of 
$202. 


If this man had retired after 20 
years and was called back, he could 
draw $65 retainer, $105 regular and 
$60 subsistence, making a total 
of 
$220, which is more than a junior lieu- 
tenant's pay and nearly equal to that 
of a full lieutenant or a captain in the 
army.

Liquid yeast is easily made at home, 
and In a cool place can be kept for 
about two weeks. 
Its ingredients are 
water, yeast, and a substance which 
Avill serve as food for the yeast plants. 
This food is usually potato or hops. 
The following recipe will be found 
satisfactory: 


Four medium-sized potatoes, washed 
and pared, one quart hot water, one- 
fourth cupful sugar, one teaspoon salt, 
one cake dry yeast coaked in one- 
fourth cupful lukewarm water, or one 
cake compressed yeast. 


Grate or grind the potatoes directly 
into the water (a food grinder Is con- 
venient for the purpose). 
Boil about 
five minutes, stirring constantly. Add 
the sugar and salt and allow the mix- 
ture to cool. 
When lukewarm add the 
yeast. 
Keep at ordinary room temper- 
ature (about 70 degrees) for twenty- 
four hours, when it will be ready for 
use. 


This yeast should be kept In a cool, 
dark place. 
An earthen Jar or enamel- 
ware pail Is a good container for it 
and should be scalded before the yeast 
is put into it. 


In making bread a small amount of 
dough may be saved for use in place 
of yeast at the next baking. 
The same 
care, however, must be taken with it 
as with liquid yeast; it must be kept 
covered and in a cool place.

German-Born American Cit- 
izen Thrills Audience in 
Speech Here. 


GIVES KEYÎiOTE OP 
SERVICE CAMPAIGN 


Judge Eggeman,W.H. Schie- 
man, F. I. King and Byron 
Somers on Program. 


The speech of Herman Wilkie, an 
attorney of Elwood, Ind., a German 
born American citizen, sounded a key- 
note for a campaign of patriotic war 
service, at the assembly room of the 
court house Tuesday night in the first 
meeting of the kind of a series to be 
held over the entire state. 


Wilkie has two boys in the army and 
another in the naval academy and he 
gave the crowd attending the meeting 
proof extraordinary of his fealty to the 
cause of the United States in the war. 
He said that preaching patriotism to 
the citizens of Fort Wayne was like 
carrying coals to New Castle but that 
it was his belief that there is always a 
possibility of doing a little more. He 
as well as the other speakers compli- 
mented Fort Wayne and Allen coun- 
ty upon the splendid record for war 
service already made particularly in 
legard to actual recruiting for both 
branches of the service and also in 
Red Cross and liberty loan work. 


Wilkie declaimed that he.was familiar 
with Prusslanism, saying that he was 
born in Germany and went to school 
there and speaking to those of Ger- 
man descent in his audience he told 
them they did not know what they were 
talking about if they supported Ger- 
man autocracy. 


"I 
know 
Prussianism," 
declared 
Wilkie. 
"You may have been 
born 
elsewhere in the empire, but the bru- 
tal iron heel of the government which 
has drenched the whole world in its 
war for world power was the same Ger- 
man power that made every German 
who had a little cottage or a mud hut, 
no matter how poor he was, board a 
German soldier free of charge. 
That 
soldier was the autocrat in that home. 
His word was law. If he punished a 
child or knocked him from the chair 
to the floor, the father must smile. 
To resent thé action of the brutal 
guest who must have the best of every- 
thing In the house was to bring on dire 
punishment. 


"Let me tell you something else," 


continued Mr. Wilkie. 
"I have been 
asked so many times how the German 
people, so ordinarily peaceful, have 
changed into such murderers. 
I tell 
you that for years and years there has 
not been a minister standing in "the 
pulpits of Germany but what has been 
•elected by the government. 
Approved 
by the powers, he has never preached 
to the people without combining the 
name of Kaiser 
Wilhelm and God 
Almighty. 
The people 
have had it 
preached to them until it is a part of 
their religion." 


Because of Mr. Wilkie's 
German 
lineage his utterances here last night 
were of particular interest and given 
the 
closest 
attention. 
The 
other 
speakers were Fred I. JCing, former 
member of the legislature from Wa- 
bash, and Byron Somers, of this city. 
Others to take part in the meeting 
were Judge Eggeman, who presided 
over the meeting, and W. H. Scheimann, 
chairman of the Allen County Patriotic 
Council, who introduced Judge Egge- 
man. 


Judge Eggeman's remarks, as well 
as those of the others, were well re- 
ceived. 
Mr. King told the audience 
not to wait until the casualty lists be- 
gan to come in befoi-e 
consecrating 
themselves to the great cause. 
He 
urged enlistment in some kind of war 
work for everybody with the hope that 
it would bring the end nearer. 


Mr. King declared that in some re- 
spects Germany is stronger today than 
she was at the outbreak of the war in 
1914. He declared that it is so because 
her people are masters in the art of 
organization and preparation, and the 
speaker laid particular stress upon the 
necessity for American thorough prep- 
aration for the war no matter how long 
it should last.

SAYS HE WOULDN'T 
DEPEND OWN 
MOTHER 


If Some One Was Beating 
Her—Will Not Don Sol- 
dier's Uniform.

Camp Taylor, 
Ky.. 
Sept. 
2 6.—"I 
wouldn't defend my own mother if 
some one was beating her," stated 
AVilliam 
Harley, 
a 
member 
of 
a 
branch of the Mennonite church, who 
is at this camp in training. 


Harley is a member of the Sixty- 
second company, Sixteenth battalion 
of the 159th depot brigade and arrived 
in the camp Friday evening with the 
"Wells county quota. 
He resides near 
BIuiEton. 


Monday morning he refused to even 
drill, stating that it was against the 
teachings of his church. 
The officers 
in charge pleaded with him and ex- 
plained the training was not neces- 
sarily taking up arm.s against another. 


Harley could not see it that way so 
army discipline had to be enforced 
after words had no effect or result. 
So the young man was put to work 
on some laborious fatigue duty with 
the promise that he could quit any 
time that he made up his mind to drill. 
He showed his grit and stayed at the 
task until he had it completed where- 
upon he was put onto another task. 
Just what the final outcome of the 
matter will be cannot be determined. 


Pleaded in Vain. 


Members of his company pleaded 
with him in vain to have him quit the 
work and go out on the field and drill. 
They showed to him as best they could 
that drilling was not taking up arms 
against another and that it was very 
likely that if he showed any progress 
at all that he would be placed in a 
non-cambatant branch of the service. 


The young man had the sj'mpathy 
of all his fellow soldiers until one of 
the men asked him what he would do 
if some one were striking his mother 
and he answered that he would not 
raise a 
finger. 
Sympathy switched at 
this point. 


Further questioning brought out the 
answer that he would let a man keep 
"biflCing" away at him as long as ho 
could before he would strike back. 


Other members of the same relig- 
ious sect were put to work cleaning 
and leveling up a portion of the camp 
which will later be used for parade 
grounds. 


It is said that there are twelve or 
fifteen more men of the same type as 
Harley coming in the next quota from 
Wells county. 
One man refused to 
come with the last forty per cent. 
He 
would not get up out of bed in the 
morning of the departure of the boys 
and rumor has it that the sherifE of 
Wells county is planning a trip to Camp 
Taylor in a few days with the man. 


An unconfirmed report 
is 
causing 
much comment in the camp. 
The re- 
port is that a member of the church 
"took to the hills" on Sunday evening. 
This report could not be confirmed. 


Many of the members of this relig- 
ious sect have come to the camp with 
papers from their local boards asking 
that they be exempted from combatant 
service. 
Some of the men have even 
made the statement that they refuse 
to don a soldiers' uniform. 
This ac- 
tion on the part of this class of men 
has not only aroused the officers but 
the members of the national army as 
well. 


Another Objector. 


The sheriff of Adams county also 
made a trip to the comp, Monday, 
bringing with him David D. Schwartz, 
of Berne, Ind., who states he is a con- 
scientious objector. 
He was attached 
for rations to the Cooks' and Bakers' 
school. 


The Adams county and Jay county 
man are attached to two of the Fort 
tVayne companies. 
The Fort Wayne 
young men found it to be much sport 
watching Harley doing his extra fa- 
tigue duty. The Wells county men are 
quartered in adjoining barracks. 


First Foot Test. 


The Fort Wayne men who arrived 
iMt Friday evening received the real 
first taste of army work Monday when 
thMir were put through the first foot 
test. 
Foot movements 
were 
taught 
the entire day and at the close of the 
afternoon drill period a regular army 
sergeant made the statement that they 
would be real for sure soldiers In the 
short time of three months. 
• • The effects of the first innoculation 
have worn off and all the men recov- 
are from the ordeal in fine shape. 


Thus far no announcement has been 
made that any of the Fort Wayne 
men have failed to pass the physical 
examination.

DAIf OF ATONEMENT 'J 


ENDS THIS EVENING 


Rabbi Schorr Gives B'Nai 
Jacob Congregation His- 
tory of the Rite. 


The "Day of Atonement," a solemn 
observance in the Jewish church, be- 
gan at 5 o'clock Tuesday evening and 
will be brought to an end at 6 o'clock 
this evening. 
The day's observance 
began at 6:30 o'clock this morning. 
In the temple of B'nai Jacob, Tuesday

evening. Rabbi Schorr spoke to a very 
large congregation on the "Sinners of 
Zion." 
His sermon for the Wednes- 
day services was on the subject, "Yom 
Hokipurini," or the "Day of Atone- 
ment." 
Rabbi Schorr gave a history 
of the day, which follows: 


"The Hebrews had an abstinence last 
week. 
This abstinence is called Zom 
Gdallah. 
Gdaliah was the name of a 
man whom Nebuchadnezzar, the king 
of Babylon, appointed for a ruler over 
the Hebrews, whom Nebuchadnezzar 
did not banish, but let live in the Holy 
Land to cultivate the ground. 
But 
Providence fulfilled the prophecy of 
the great prophet, Jeremiah, that 'the 
Hebrews must be banished from the 
Holy 
Land 
seventy 
years; 
and 
a 
strange nation will possess the land.' 
Gdaliah was assaulted through a con- 
spiracy and was killed in the Hebrew 
month 'Tishri.' The Hebrews, remain- 
ing without a leader, quit the land and 
ran away into Egypt, and there did not 
remain one Hebrew in the whole coun- 
try. 
Therefore for a memory of grief 
the Hebrews fast every third day of 
Tishri. 


"Just now the Hebrews all over the 
world are preparing for the holy day, 
Yom Hokipurim. 
It will fall this year 
on the 26th of September. 


"During the whole week between the 
two holy days, Rosh Hashonah and 
Yom 
Hokipurim, 
the 
Hebrews 
are 
awake early in the morning, and be- 
fore their usual morning prayer they 
say 'Slichoth,' meaning 'excuse 
our 
sins.' Many of the pious Jews fast ten 
days. 
They do not eat 
during 
the 
whole days, but they sup every even- 
ing. 


"It is a custom that a day before 
'Yom Hokipurim the Jewish people are 
awake before dawn. It is believed that 
in that time the mercifulness of God 
soars upon this world. 
Every 
male 
takes a rooster and every female a hen 
and says a prayer; and, according to 
law, this poultry ought to be given to 
the poor people. 
This rooster or hen 
is called 'Koporah,' meaning pardon. 
It is a law that every one must excuse 
the faults of one another, and every 
one ought to be pardonable. 
Some of 
the Hebrews see to it that their 'Ko- 
porah' shall be a white one because 
whiteness is a symbol of peace and 
purity. 


"At mid-day every one goes to the 
temple, prays and confesses; afterward 
he settles his vows, throws some coins 
In the alms boxes, which are in the 
synagogue; goes home to eat, prays the 
usual prayer and goes again to 
the 
temple. 
Before the sun sets every one 
is present. 
By custom the educated 
people of the temple are honored by 
being permitted to take out the holy 
scrolls from the holy ark. 
And then 
the celebrant, who is called 'chazan' 
(cantor) begins the prayer. 


"Well, I am powerless to describe 
the spirituality which prevails in a real 
orthodox synagogue. 
The most of the 
people are clad in shrouds; wax can- 
dles are burning all around; the cha- 
zan and his choir sing so hearty and 
sorrowfully that it seems as though 
Cherubim and Seraphim are soaring 
above 
the 
congregation. 
About 
0 
o'clock in the evening the most of the 
Hebrews go home, but the prayerful 
people remain in the temple and say 
psalms and go home late at night, 


"In the morning, tebout 6 o'clock, 
every one la present in the 'house of 
worship' again. 
The prayer 
begins 
and, like other days, they pray on Tom 
Hokipurim, prayers that are especially 
for this day only. The most remarka- 
ble prayer of this day is the last one, 
called 'Naelah,' meaning shut. 
It is 
believed that during the whole holy day 
are opened in heaven the gates of 
mercy, and as the sun sets they are 
closed. 
Therefore the Hebrew prsys 
this prayer with the whole seal of his 
soul before the gates are closed. Every 
one stands on his feet about two hours 
till this prayer is ended. 


"Every holy day there must be read- 
ing from the holy scroll, where Is writ-; 
ten the 'Pentateuch.'

So Declares Banker Otto H. 
Kahn, Native of the 
Fatherland. 


Harrisburg, Pa., Sept. 26.—^That the 
German autocracy must be beaten and 
that itls the duty of, every man of Ger- 
man blood in the United States to aid 
In doing that, was thè declaration of 
Otto H. Kuhn, of the banking house of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Company, in an address 
he delivered here today before the 
Harrisburg 
Chamber of 
Commerce. 
Mr. Kuhn said: 


"I speak as one who has seen the 
spirit of the Prussian governing class 
at work from close by, having at Its 
disposal and using to the full practic- 
ally every agency for moulding the 
public mind. 


"I have watched it proceed with 
relentless persistency and 
profound 
cunning to instill into the nation the 
demoniacal obsession of power-wor- 
ship and world-dominion, to modify 
and pervert the mentality, indeed the 
very fibre and moral substance of the 
German people—a people which until 
misled, corrupted and systematically 
poisoned by the Prussian ruling caste, 
was, and deserved to be an honored, 
valued and welcome member of the 
family of nations. 


"I have bated and loathed that spirit 
ever since it came within my ken many 
years ago, hated it all the more as I 
saw it ruthlessly pulling down a thing 
which was dear to me, the old Ger- 
many to which I was linked by ties 
of blood, by fond memories and cher- 
ished sentiments. 


"The difference in the degree of 
guilt as between the German people 
and their 
Prussian 
or Prussianized 
rulers and leaders for the monstrous 
crime of this war and the atrocious 
barbarism of its conduct, is the differ- 
ence between the man who, acting 
under the influence 
of a 
poisonous 
drug, runs amuck in mad frensy and 
the unspeakable malefactor who ad<f 
ministered that drug, well knowing 
and fully intending the ghastly con- 
sequences which were bound to fol- 
low.

More and More ü^pallcd. 


"From each of my visits to Ger- 
many for twenty-five years, I came 
away more appalled by the sinister 
transmutation 
P r u s s i a n ism 
had 
wrought amongst the people and by 
the portentous menace I recognized 
in it for the entire world. 


"It had given to Germany unparal- 
leled prosperity, beneficent and 
ad- 
vanced social legislation and not a few 
other things of value, but it had taken 
in payment the soul of the race. 
It 
had made a 'devil's bargain.' 


"And when this war broke out in 
Europe, I knew that the issue had 
been joined between the powers of 
brutal might and insen'sate ambition 
on the one side and the forces of hu- 
manity and liberty on the other, be- 
tween darkness and light. 


"Many there were at that time— 
and amongst them 
men 
for 
whose 
character I had high respect and whose 
motives were beyond any possible sus- 
picion—^who saw their own and Amer- 
ica's duty in strict neutrality, mentally 
and actually, but personally I believed 
froni the beginning of the war, whether 
we liked all the elements of the Allies 
combination or not—and I certainly 
did not like the Russia of the Czars— 
that the cause of the Allies was Amer- 
ica's cause. 


Conflict of Principles. 


"I believed that this was no ordinary 
war between people for a question of 
national interest or even national hon- 
or, but a conflict between fundamental 
principles and ideas; and so believing, 
I was bound to feel that the natural 
lines of race, blood and kinship could 
not be the determining lines for one's 
attitude and alignment, but that each 
man, whatever his origin, had to de- 
cide according to his judgment 
and 
conscience on which side was the right 
and on which was the wrong and take 
his stand accordingly, whatever 
the 
wrench and anguish of the decision. 
And thus I took my stand three years 
ago— 


"But whatever one's views and feel- 
ings, whatever , the country of 
one's 
birth or kin, only one course was left 
for all those claiming the privilege of 
American citizenship when by action 
of the president and congi'ess the cause 
and the fight of the Allies was formal- 
ly made our cause and our fight. 
Duty of All Americans. 


"The duty of loyal allegiance and 
faithful service t a his country, even 
unto death, rests, of course, upon every 
American. 


"But, if it be possible to speak of a 
comparative degree concerning what is 
the highest as it is the most elementary 
attribute of citizenship, that duty may 
almost be said to rest with an even 
more solemn and compelling obliga- 
tion upon Americans oif foreign origin 
than upon native Americans. 


"Por, we Amérlcans of foreign ante- 
cedents, are here not by the accidental 
right of birth, but by our.own free 
choice for better or for worse. 


"We are your fellow citizens because 
you accepted our oath of allegiance as 
given in good faith, and because you 
have opened to us In generous trust the 
portals of American opportunity and 
freedom, and 
have admitted 
us to 
membership in the family of Ameri- 
cans, giving us equal rights In 
the 
great 
inheritance' which 
has 
been 
created by the blood and the toll of 
your ancestors, asking nothing from 
us In return but decent citizenship and 
adherence to those Ideals and prin- 
ciples which are symbolized 
by 
the 
glorious flag of America. 


Woe to Those Who Betiray. 


"Woe to the foreign-born American 
who betrays the splendid trust which 
you have reposed in him! 


"Woe to him 
who 
considers

American citizenship merely as a con- 
venient garment to be worn in fair 
weather but to be exchanged for an- 
other one In time of storm and stress!

Liquid yeast-is easily made at'home, 


and in a cool place can be kept for 
about two weeks. Its ingredients are 
water, yeast, and a substance which 
will-serve as food for the yeast plants. 
This food is usually potato or hops. 
The following recipe will be found 
satisfactory: ' 


Four medium-sized potatoes, washed 


and'pared, one quart hot water, bne- 
fourth cupful sugar, one teaspoon salt, 
one cake dry yeast coaked in one- 
ourth cupful lukewarm water, or one 
cake compressed yeast. 


Grate or grind the potatoes directly 


nto the water (a food grinder is con- 
venient for the purpose). Boil about 
five minutes, stirring .constantly. Add 
the sugar and salt and allow the mix- 
ture to cool. When lukewarm add the 
yeast. Keep'at ordinary room temper- 
ature (about 70 degrees) for twenty- 
four hours, when it will be ready for 
use. 


This yeast should be kept in a cool, 


dark place. An earthen jar or enamel- 
ware pail is a good'container for it 
and should be scalded before the-yeast 
is put into it. 


In making bread a small amount of 


dough maybe saved for use in place 
of. yeast at the next baking. The same 
care, however, must be taken with it 
as with liquid yeast; it must be kept

So Declares Banker Otto H. £j*

Harrisburg, Pa., Sept. 26.—That the 


German autocracy must he beaten and 
that itis the duty of every man of Ger- 
man blood in the United States to aid 
in doing that, was the declaration of 
Otto H. Kuhn, of the banking house of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Company, In an address 
he delivered here today before the 
Harrisburg Chamber of Commerce. 
Mr. Kuhn said: 


"I speak as one who has seen the 


spirit of the Prussian governing class 


ihr:n men for whose

picion—who saw their own and Amer- 
ica's duty lu striot neutrality, mentally 
ami actually, but personally 1 behoved 
from the beginning of the war. whether 
we liked all the elements of the Allies 
combination or not—ami I certainly 
did not like the Russia of the Czars— 
that the cause of the Allies was Amer- 
ica's cause.

'But whatever one's views and feel- 


ings, whatever the country of one's 
birth or kin. only one course was left 
for all those claiming the privilege of 
American citizenship when by action 
of the president and congress the cause 
and the fight of the Allies was formal- 
ly made our cause and our fight.

An Ordinance Regulating Traffic on the 
Streets and Public Highways. 
' 
Section 1. Be it ordained by the Com- 


mon Council of the City of Fort. Wayne, 
that it shall be unlawful for any person, 
firm or corporation to drive or operate 
or cause or permit to be driven nny ve 
hlcle of any kind or character whether . 
motor driven or drawn by animal power | 
upon any street, alley or public place of i 
the City of Fort Wayne: that any load 
or part of load thereon projecting more 
than four feet beyond Hie rear end of the 
body or carrying part of such vehicle, 
unless during the period of from one-half 
hour after sunset to one-half hour before 
sunrise there shall be a red lipht llrmly 
attached to the rear end on the upper 


. side of such projecting load or part of 
load in addition to any other li^ht re- 
quired to be carried by vehicles under 
any state law or ordinance of said state. 
Nor unless during the period between 
one-halt hour before sunrise to one-halt 
hour after sunset there shall be firmly at- 
tached to the extreme end of such project- 
ing load or part of load. In sucb way ELS 
to be read by persons approaching from 
either side at the rear of such vehicle, 
a red sign of a size at least ten inches 
long with the word "danger" printed 
thereon in white letters at least three 
inches in heighth with strokes at least 
one-half inch in width.
